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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The claim amendment has not overcome the 101 issue. In order to overcome 
the 101 issue, there should be an indication of signal transformation or practical 
application of the end result. The amendment does not describe how the end result is 
used to construct synthesized speech. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

3. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

4. Claims 1-8 are drawn to a mathematical algorithm, per se. Claims to processes 
that do nothing more than solve mathematical problems or manipulate abstract ideas or 
concepts are non-statutory. If the "acts" of a claimed process manipulate only numbers, 
abstract concepts or ideas, or signals representing all of the foregoing, the acts are not 
being applied to appropriate subject matter. Schrader, 22 F.3d at 294-95, 30 USPQ2d 
at 1458-59. Thus, a process consisting solely of mathematical operations without some 
claimed practical applicatiom is drawn to non-statutory subject matter. In this case, the 
claims merely recite the steps of calculating a normalized autocorrelation function, 
estimating a maximum autocorrelation function, deciding a candidate for a pitch, and

estimating a pitch between the candidate for a pitch and the lag, without any practical 
application being recited 

5. Claim 8 is drawn to a "program" per se as recited in the preamble (the 
specification defines the term "computer usable medium" as carrier waves) and as such 
is non-statutory subject matter. See MPEP § 2106.IV.B.1.a. Data structures not 
claimed as embodied in computer readable media are descriptive material perse and 
are not statutory because they are not capable of causing functional change in the 
computer. See, e.g., Warmerdam, 33 F.3d at 1361, 31 USPQ2d at 1760 (claim to a 
data structure perse held nonstatutory). Such claimed data structures do not define 
any structural and functional interrelationships between the data structure and other 
claimed aspects of the invention, which permit the data structure's functionality to be 
realized. In contrast, a claimed computer readable medium encoded with a data 
structure defines structural and functional interrelationships between the data structure 
and the computer software and hardware components which permit the data structure's 
functionality to be realized, and is thus statutory. Similarly, computer programs claimed 
as computer listings perse, i.e., the descriptions or expressions of the programs are not 
physical "things." They are neither computer components nor statutory processes, as 
they are not "acts" being performed. Such claimed computer programs do not define 
any structural and functional interrelationships between the computer program and 
other claimed elements of a computer, which permit the computer program's 
functionality to be realized.
